FORRION NEWS. 


Emperor Willliuns' Vienna Speech. 
llRUr.iN, Aug. 24.—It is announced 
cml-ofllcially 
that 
the 
emperor's 


poech at the Emperor Francis Joseph's 
janquet has boon misquoted and dis- 
ortcd, and that tho declaration that 
.0 has been credited with making Mr. 
Caprivl's militaiy bill was only n eon- 
llttonal ono. What the emperor really 
old was that tho Oorman people could 
ot expect to have the service term 
educed to two years unless they were 
vllllng to pay for It. Tho numerical 
ncrcaso of the army in accordance 
vlth the two-year service plan must bo 


icompanlcd by increase of appropri- 


ations, otherwise the efficiency of tho 
army would be impaired. If the pco- 
ilc refused to grant such an increase 
ho emperor's preference was for on 
,rmy of tho present size, rather than 
or one with more men yot inferior in 
equipment and discipline. 


The speech, as thus interpreted, is 


merely In warning to the cheese-paving 


'relfcslnnlgo social democrats that their 
agerness for saving money at the ex- 
pense of tho army will not be tolerated 
>y the government In tho next session 
if thorelchstag. 
Tlie emperor, moreover, is said to 


lave acknowledged explicitly that the 
wo-ycar term was the basis of tho new 
ill, as has been generally understood, 
.'ho principle of tho new army bill, 
ound which the combat of political 
mrtics ia gathering, is the Scharno- 
lorst principle that tho whole people 
must bear weapons. 


Tho bill was conceived by the em- 


wror's advisors, notably Count Cap- 
ivi, in view of the threatening attl- 
.udo of tho dual alliance. Both Wll- 
lam and his chancellor agreed that 
Germany must in her next war nght 
mnie.s on her Eastern and her western 
ronticr. A with the nojv rifles, tho 
oss of life A M be at least 40 per cent, 
ligher than In former years, the pres- 
int reserves of tho German army would 
lot suffice for continuing for any length 
<f time this double fight against franco 
.nd Russia. Only by putting under 
arms every available man In the empire 
:ould 
Germany command a largo 


enough reserve to recruit simultan- 
eously a forco fighting Russia and a 
lorce fighting France. 


The increase of the appropriations 


contemplated by the new bill is said to 
"lave been greatly underestimated, the 
owest possible figure being 100,000,000 
marks. The government, It Is said, 
proposes to raise this sum by adopting 
the English tobacco tax system and 
collecting n high tariff 
at custom 


:iouscs, while forbidding tobacco cul- 
ture in Germany- This will neccssi 
tato, however, the indemnification of 
2!),000 tobacco growers in Germany, 
and will exclto as widespread opposi- 
tion as wonld an increase of the beer 
tax, 
as the lower and middle classes 


arc almost unanimously for cheap 
liqxior and tobacco. 
The independ- 


ents, social democrats and national 
liberals are bitterly opposed to both of 
the proposed taxes, and it was to them 
specially that tho emperor addressed 
his warning at tho banquet as regards 
cheese-paring for tho army.

Mor\oy was nominated at Newcastle 
yesterday for re-election, and in oppo- 
sition to him 
was nominated Mr. 


Pcndol I. Ralli, liberal-unionist, who 
made an tinsuccessful run at Gutes- 
hcad in the general election, whore he 
was beaten by Hon. Walter Henry 
James. 
Mr. Rail! is well equipped 


with funds and has a strong support 
It Is believed that Mr. Morley will have 
no easy task in obtaining re-election, 
although tho opposition to him Is not 
as confident as it was a few days ago. 


At Derby, Farmer Atkinson was nom- 


inated in opposition to Sir Win. Vornon- 
llarcourt, but there Is no doubt of liar- 
court's ro-olectlon. 


Most of the other members have been 


re-elected without opposition.

SEVERS COMMENTS OP JUDGE TAYLOR 


'he Ordoi1 was Conducted More for thft 


Benefit of Its Supreme Officers 


Than of Its Contrib- 


uting Members. 


INTHAITAPOUS, Intl., Anpr. 24.—The 
ron Hall Is now in tho hands of a ro- 
oiver in the person of James F. Failey, 
n well-known wheel mamifucturcr, of 
.his city and a director of the Mer- 
hants* national bank. The inevitable 
nd cnmc late yesterday afternoon. 
?he incident of the morning in court 
as the production of a resolution of 
.ho supreme sitting practically indors- 
ng the "investment" of #80,000 of the 
jrder's funds in certalw worthless BC- 
uritiea by J. Henry Hays of the Mu- 
ual bank. This resolution was signed 
vith the name of Dr. J. T. Yoimghus- 
oand, chairman of the board ot trus- 
ses, "but on the stand he repudiated 
he signature and imputed it to Su- 
tremc Vice-Justice Hosmor. Tho lat- 
er was recalled and said he had writ- 


it, but at YounghuBbamVs request. 


Younghusbnnd had no chance to talk 


ick. 
Supreme Cashier Davis was again 
)laecd on the stand, and produced a 
lumber of additional telegraphic or- 
lers from Somorby to send him money 
or "legislative work" in sums of 91,000 
and SflOO. He vowed that upon several 
ceasionB Somorby had positively or- 
dered him to send large sums to tho 
ashlar of the Mutual bank, thus ex- 
)laining the order's very large deposits 
here. 
After 'this testimony the plaintiffs 


rested their case at noon, and on their 
request a court bailiff was ordered to 
ake charge of the order's offices to 
>revent the removal of papers. The 
icfenso offered no testimony except a 
couple of letters. They filed an amend- 
ment to the complaint, and their coun- 
sel pleaded for time to prepare argu- 
ment, but the court cut matters short, 
mlge Taylor said: 
"Roally, gentlemen, I do not think It 


necessary for any argument in this 
case. The question IN clear and de- 
cided, and in my mlml th<*re is no ques- 
,1011 that a receiver should be appointed 
,nd the affairs of this order wound up. 
Such management as the ofik-ers of 
,his order have been guilty of is such 
as this court had never heard of in 
.wcnty-five years' practice, or in ton 
rears on the bench. H Rooms to havo 
won managed more for the keeping up 
of tho supremo officers than for the 
food of the members 
It is only a 


question of limited tini*1 until it must 
close up anyhow. I shall appoint a re- 
ceiver. Have you an order prepared, 
Mr. Harris?" 


Mr. Harris read a long order appoint- 


ng a receiver and giving him jurisdic- 
tion over all the moneys and property 
n this and other states. Tho order 
was approved by the court. 


Mr. Hawkins read tho form of a 


H>nd. Ho suggested that the penalty 
36 fixed at a million dollars. 


Judge Taylor wild he would fix it at 


$750,000, remarking that "That would 
cover the amount of assets Jit IntUan- 
ipollB, for, If I am any judge of human 
iaturc,nlic will never reali/.e flvo cents 
on the dollar from tho Philadelphia 
affairs." 


Judge Howe was granted ton days to 


lie a bill of exceptions to the amended 
complaint and sixty days to except to 
;he evidence. Tho appeal bond was 
fixed at 1750,000. The receiver will not 
continue the order In its insurance 
business. No further assessments will 
bo called and tho order's affairs will be 
wound up tin soon an possible.

How Does The Law Stand —A 


Question aa to the Proper 


Season. 


This is the season when sportsmen 


begin to enquire how soon they can take 
up their guns and go forth to slay the 
few prairie chickens that remain in this 
part of the state. It appears that in the 
amendment of the law, as it now stands, 
an error occurred in the hands of the en- 
grossing clerk who made the copy for the 
governor's signature.
